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(b) Any action brought against any corporation organized 
otherwise than under the laws of this state and which has here-
tofore complied with the terms of section 1770b of the statutes 
to recover the possession of, or to avoid the title to, any property 
real or personal because such property was acquired by such 
corporation before complying with the terms of sections 1770b 
of the statutes shall be brought on or before March 1, 1920, and 
not thereafter.
